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The Edmonton Bulletin has been balked in its effort 
to give the people of the North a daily airmail newspaper 
service the government of Canada has chosen 
to discriminate rankly against that part of the country. 

The Canadian Pacific Airlines northward service 
from Edmonton is to be reduced, according to official re- 
ports, by government order from once a day to thrice 
weekly. The hour of departure is already changed from 
noon until late at night. This makes it impossible to de- 
liver papers in these rémote areas, where immediate 
news is a Godsend, on the same day as they are pub- 
lished 

This impending reduction of the northern service 
comes on the heels of an announcement that the gov- 
ernment has given Trans-Canada Airlines a contract for 
carrying ordinary four-cent mail over all that company’s 
main routes. That is to say, the TCA will carry mail, 
whether it bears air stamps or not, from one end of the 
country to the other. . 

But districts served by the CPA, notably the North, 
will not have the benefit of this service, The government 
has discriminated against the CPA in favor of the TCA 
and, in discriminating against this air service, discrimi-

Editor, Bulletin.—It has always 
been c'ear that Jews Gutside of 
Israel will owe no political loyalty 
whatsoever to that state. The 
status and allegiance of Canadian 
Jewry has not been alteied one 
iota by the creation o1 the Jew 
ish state of Israel. They are en 
titled to show keen interest in its 
establishment and support. Their 
interest will parallel that of their 
fellow Canadians of trmsh origin 
who take pride in the achieve- 
ments of their kinsmen in -Eire, 
or that of their fellow Canadians 
of Scottish origin who are proud 
of the land of Burns 


In this connection, it is useful 
to recall the statement, universal- 
ly endorsed among Zionists, made 
on this subject by Judge Louis

He said: “Let no American im- 
agine that Zionism is inconsist- 
ent with patriotism Multiple 
loyalties are objectionable only if 
they are inconsistent, A man is & 
better citizen of the United States 
for being also a loyal citizen of 
his state and of his city; for being 


loyal to his family and to his pro 


fession or trade; for beirg loyal 
to his college or his lodge. Every 
Irish American who contributed 
towards advancing Home Rule 
was a better American for the 
sacrifice he made. Every Ameri 


can Jew who aids in advancing 
the Jewish Setclement in 
tine, though he fee! 
he nor his descendants wall ever 
live there, will likewise be a bet 
ter man and a better American 
for doing so. There is no incon 
sistency between loyalty to Am- 
erica and loyalty to Jewry. The 
Jewish spirit, the product of our 
religion and experiences is es 
sentially modern and essentially 
American. Not since the lestruc- 
tion of the Temple have the 
Jews in spirit and in ideals been 
so fully in harmony with the 
noblest aspirations of the coun- 
try in which they live.’

The result of the election 
naturally is a terrific shock to 
England. Its significance is well 
described in the comment of two 
London dailies. Lord Beaver 
brook’s Evening Standard said 
“this is a grave hour for the 
Empire.” The Daily Mail said the 
Nationalist; would “like to sever 
the British connection and set up 
a free republic,” weakening Em- 
pire defence lines 

This mention of defence lines 
has reference to the fact that 
since the end of the war Britain 
has undertaken a revamping and 
extension of her defences. Instead 


of placing reliance on domination 
of the Middle East, she has been 
n process of ipplementing these 
defences with others in Kast 
West and South Africa 

An isolationist Union of 
Africa presumably would nean 
disruption of this militar p 
gram. Worse yet, from England 
tandpoint, it might mean the SS 
of rich and important un of the 
British Commonwealth of Nation 
The political and economic imp 
cations would be enormous. How 
evel! these are pessibilitie and 
not accomplished facts 

Field Marshait Smuts has been 


an outstanding imperial figure 
for half a century. He has ranked 
among the world's great 
men for more than a generation 

It seems strange to record that 
this great imperial personality 
started on his road to fame as one 
of the leaders o* the Boers in the 
“ir against England in 1899-1902 
The first World War, however, 
found him with the South African 
forces on the side of Britain and 
the Allies. Then during the dark- 
est hours of the conflict, Lloyd 
George, Britain's prime minister, 
called Smuts to London and made 
him a member of the imperial 
war cabinet, in which he served 
with distinction 

Great in peace as well as war, 
Smuts helped create the League 
of Nations and make the treaty 
Then when conflict once 
swept the world he took the helm 
as prime minister in South Af 
rica and ted his country to the 
support of England despite 
strong opposition by nationalists 
at home,

(AP) Dame May 
Whitty, 82, internationally known British character 
actress, died at her home Saturday. 

She had been in failing health for several weeks. 

At her side was her daughter, Margaret Webster, 
Broadway producer-director-actress.
